Now Rest Against W. D. Owen and 
His Associate. 
Indianapolis, Nov. 13,—Great inter­ 
est is manifested here over the news 
that indictments have been returned 
by the grand jury at Boston against 
former Secretary of State William I). 
Owen and Ferdinand HL Borg -s. ex­ 
director and alleged promoter of the 
Ubero Plantation company, and al­ 
leged associate of Owen. 
The indictments, which are identi 
cal, charge that Borges and Owen ob­ 
tained more than $25,000 bv fraud 
from certain investors in the company 
It Is alleged that Owen and Borges 
conspired to bring about the larcenies 
with which they are charged. 
The grand jury’s action follows a 
long Investigation by a committee of 
stockholders of the company, as well 
as an Inquiry pursued by the receiv­ 
ers. who were appointed on petition of 
the investigating committee. 
Borges, who was arrested, was ar­ 
raigned at once and bonds of $75,000 
were imposed by the court to hold him 
for further hearing. 
In opposing a 
motion for a reduction of bai! the as­ 
sistant district attorney reviewed the 
operations of the Ubero company and 
said that $75,000 was the least amount 
of bail that should be required in -Mew 
of the fact that the defendants “reap­ 
ed half a million dollars by this con­ 
spiracy.'’ 
W, D. Owen. who is still at large, 
was secretary of state of Indiana for 
two terras, 1895-1899. 
He was immi­ 
gration commissioner in New York 
under President Harrison. 
Previous 
to entering politics he was a minister 
in the Christian church at Logansport 
and was elected to congress from that 
district for two terms. 
Borges is also 
a Logansport man and has served time 
In the Illinois penitentiary at Joliet 
as a confidence man.
